Paper makers, engravers, printers, 
typographers, designers, and type

recent years. Meanwhile, folks gen- 
erally have taken the cover for 
granted—almost any old thing will 
for that.

Insured Careful Reading 


And the scheme worked. The beau- 
tiful expensive looking cover insured 
careful reading the story and 
large majority interviews were cor- 
ralled and transformed into sales. 
The electric refrigeration corporation 
re-ordered several times the book 
with its dollar cover, and today more 
than 25,000 have been used the 
same successful way. 

Advertisers spend large sums 
skillful copy writers, designers and 
artists, printing and other things, 
yet neglect the cover. The oversight 
probably the door binders 
themselves. Have they fully promoted 
their own interests and the welfare 
their customers the matter cover 
binding? Have they, other words, 
been the job? 
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not easy sell everyone dol- 
lar cover for twenty-five cent folio. 
But book can made beautiful 
and interesting thing—even the most 
humble catalog—with the help 
good cover and binding. The time 
opportune for the bookbinder assert 
himself, get into the picture book 
and catalog making, the end that 
the consumer will benefit the last 
dollar for the expenditure puts into 
engravings, paper, printing, and bind- 
ing. book, catalog, appropriate 
for its purpose, will make sales where 
one more less makeshift may 
costly half the price.

What Printers Should Know 
About Bookbinding 


knowledge each other’s prob- 

lems would, large measure, 
solve most the mechanical troubles 
between the printer and binder and 
make the product both better. The 
binder would like get the pre- 
liminary laying-out bindery work, 
can often offer suggestions 
which not only will cut costs but will 
make for better work. 


Desirable Furnish Lay-outs 


highly desirable for the binder 
furnish lay-outs for pamphlets, 
books, folders, etc. First, 
properly schedule his work over his 
folding equipment, and secondly, 
insure the correct guides for the fold- 
ing machine used. Flat-cutting 
the printed sheets when the wrong 
guide used both expensive and 
needless; that unless you are per- 
fectly familiar with 
folding equipment, ask him for 
lay-out. 

The next point common interest 
the handling sheets before and 
when delivered the binder. run- 
ning work-and-turn forms, which are 
being slit the press, keep the two 
halves separate, for unless the stock 
has been squared all round, the binder 
will have peck trouble trying 
make even passable job out it. 

Oftentimes stock will come from 
the pressroom wet, and the printer 
will want copies immediately because 
his customer crowding him for de- 
livery. Here where the binder 
again has may have 
cut trim the sheets; attempts 
fold wet stock and the rollers 
tapes are gradually gathering the wet 
ink and causing offset well ex- 
traordinary spoilage. Frequent wash- 
ing rolls and powdering tapes 
help. 


Condition Printed Sheets 

Too little attention given the 
condition stock leaves the 
pressroom. should jogged well 
and the edges guarded prevent 
sheets from becoming torn order 
eliminate spoilage and keep down the 
cost production. With the present- 
day condition transportation, even 
the most careful handling will cause 
sheets become torn. 

wet weather, stock should 
well covered prevent its becoming 
damp even the edges, this pre- 
vents the sheets being automatically 
fed through folding machines, and, 
the case enamel stock, will likely

ruin the job some will probably 
stick together. With the high pro- 
duction modern folding machines, 
doesn’t take long spoil many 
sheets. This, perhaps, something 
which cannot cured, prob- 
ably one the things mean when 
say “Service” our customer. 
is, however, deadly that other thing 
try sell, namely, “quality.” 
Often job printed one side 
the sheet, instead running the 
type form directly the center. This 
entails extra expense for the binder, 
because cannot fold sheet with 
one side longer than the other with- 
out considerable trouble and lost pro- 
duction, and forced jog the flat- 
cut.

Improperly Seasoned Cover Paper 


Cover paper coming from the mill 
oiten not properly seasoned, espe- 
cially pasted sheet which, 
after drying out, will cockle. have 
seen cases where stock had re- 
turned the mill, dampened and put 
under pressure, order properly 
flatten out. recall one particular 
case where the cockle was bad that 
was not possible flat-cut, because 
soon the clamp touched the 
highest point the stock, the entire 
lift shifted position. Every means 
possible should taken see that 
paper has sufficient time season 


Use Humidifiers 


The use humidifiers will keep 
stock condition more than any 
other single factor, installed the 
stock and pressroom. They keep 
the proper amount moisture the 
air and the stock remains soft and 
pliable instead brittle. takes 
three five days treat platform 
stock, and this conditioning could 
taken care the bindery 
sufficient time could had, but usu- 
ally the printed sheets are the 
folding machine within few hours 
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after being received the bindery. 
order acquaint the printer 
with the troubles the bindery, let 
touch the different branches 
individually and see closer co-op- 
eration will not help both us. 


Importance Good Folding 


Probably operation en- 
tire book pamphlet important 
the looks the finished job 
good folding and, order obtain 
good folding, stock should care- 
fully handled insure the bindery 
getting workable condition. 
there anything peculiar about the 
margins, the weight stock, the 
register, let your binder know once. 
Don’t wait for him discover these 
things after has run portion 
the job and probably created spoilage 
doing so. Furnish him with 
folded dummy trimmed size, 
with margins marked you not 
wish him use his judgment 
trimming. 

Most printers have standard trim 
off the head book pamphlet 
3/16 in. This simplifies the purchase 
stock, the laying out the job and 
the matter trimming the binder. 
Your order the binder need only 
say “3/16 in.” off head trim in. 
and your own idea margins 
automatically followed. 

Quite frequently, order cut 
page signatures heavy paper, 
which many times cannot folded 
register perfectly, nor can the 
buckle the saddle the form 
avoided. Every precaution taken 
remedy such trouble, but im- 
possible secure satisfactory folding 
under the conditions. case 
either sacrificing quality run- 
ning the job smaller form. 


Run the Grain 


One the prime requisites 
well-bound book that the grain 
the paper should always parallel the 
binding side. When the reverse 
done, the folding the sheets weak- 
ens the strength the paper 
reason the sharp fold against the 
grain, and the case enamel stock 
frequently impairs the strength 
such extent make the proper 
binding almost hopeless job. Fully 
serious the fact that when books 
are bound with the grain the wrong 
way, the various signatures the 
book have tendency swell the 
fold, thus impairing the strength 
the folding, and, sewed job, 
the very life the book well. 


Oblong Folding 


This increasingly emphasized 
the stock becomes heavier weight 
and the number pages the folded 
form increases. Oblong forms should 
never run “one up” right-angle 
forms, without consulting the binder 
his ability fold, because there 
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BETTER understanding 
each other’s problems 
doing much bring 
about more complete co- 
operation between printer 
and bookbinder than ever 
existed before.

Frequently, necessary hand- 
fold forms prevent cracking, due 
stock being poor grade. Even 
this does not entirely solve the diffi- 
culty, often happens that the 
greatest care will taken folding 
job hand and, when creased 
down through packing, the results 
will not differ from machine folding. 


Paper Quality 


Sometimes very costly the 
end use inferior coating where 
folding necessary, the spoilage 
due cracking will more than offset 
the saving made the cost the 
stock, not taking into consideration 
the extra expense folding, which 
your binder cannot anticipate and 
does not figure his estimate one 
made. 

Frequently, when humidifiers are 
not available, hard, dry stock can 
made soft and pliable setting 
large pan hot water under lift 
stock and covering well with 
blankets allow absorb moist- 
ure. often difficult fold forms 
that are made the best advan- 
tage for printing, such filling 
sheet take advantage every bit 
presswork. However, usually 
more economical save press impres- 
sions even greater binding cost. 


Saving Expenses Changing Folds 


Broadsides are frequently laid out 
such way necessitate two 
runs through the folding machine and 
often additional hand-folding, due 
some special fold thought some 
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advertising man. Very often consid- 
erable expense can avoided this 
were taken with the advertiser 
and his permission given change 
the fold transpose the lay-out. 

very difficult fold broadsides 
that are run heavy stock, 
perforators can run the folds, 
the case book and pamphlet 
work relieve the air pockets. 
folds get the size down some 
required dimension, stock should 
used that will work properly with 
folded, stock should always 
squared two sides before printing, 
there nothing that causes more 
trouble and expense than continually 
shifting guides keep forms 
register. spite any amount 
care, percentage sheets sure 
get through the folder improperly 
folded. Very often slit guides must 
used guide sides and, more 
care taken sure that the stock 
slit straight, better folding and less 
costly work will obtained. 


Pamphlet Binding 


The scoring paper covers for 
saddle side stitched books very 
important item consider. Very 
often covers will not scored deep 
enough, making the fold irregular 
and not the score, and then again, 
they will scored too deep and will 
crack when folded. 

Double thick heavyweight covers 
should always cut that the grain 
parallels the fold order insure 
scoring properly, otherwise the fibres 
will break folding and give the 
cover very unsightly appearance. 


Scoring Covers 


Covers for side stitched and sewed 
books should always scored fit 
the book properly that the cover 
will not buckle and break off trim- 
ming. The binder will gladly furnish 
dummy for scoring required. 

very difficult saddle-stitch 
book where small form the 
center, and making the imposi- 
tion care should always given 
see that the smaller forms are the 
outside. Light weight covers 
heavy, saddle-stitched books are very 
unsatisfactory and will always cause 
trouble handling after stitching, 
and trimming will dog-ear due 
the round the back saddle- 
stitched book. 


Rush Work Difficulties 


Perhaps the greatest trouble 
book work and bindery work 
general the lack time give the 
various operations suitable time for 
drying and seasoning. used 
the custom demand thirty days 
which bind blank book, and 
least seven days for first delivery 
edition job after the last sheets 
reached the binder.

Display Arranged for Graphic Arts Weeks--- 
History Materials and Machinery Will Featured 


YORK CITY this month 
will indeed the bookbinders’ 
Mecca. addition the 
eighth annual convention the Em- 
ploying Bookbinders America and 
the display bookbinding machinery, 
supplies, and products the Grand 
Central Palace during the Graphic 
Arts Exposition, the Public Library 
will present one the most compre- 
hensive exhibits dealing with the his- 
tory bookbinding ever arranged. 
The entire exhibition room the 
Public Library Building, 42nd 
street and Fifth avenue, will util- 
ized, and books making the dis- 
play will chosen from the two and 
half million which occupy the 
miles shelves and stacks the 
great institution. 


Two Sections 


The exhibit will divided into two 
sections; one tracing the development 
the book cover, from the decora- 
tive and artistic point view, from 
earliest days,—even before printing 
was invented—down the present 
time; the other revealing the technical 
progress the binding, showing the 
changes that have come about the 
tools and materials the craft. 

The exhibition entirely separate 
and distinct from the Spencer Col- 
lection modern bookbindings, con- 
sisting one hundred and seventy- 
five titles (two hundred and twenty- 
two volumes) twenty-eight the 
best known bookbinders. The Spen- 
cer Collection permanent exhibit 
the Public Library, and will 
shown, usual, during the History 
Bookbinding Exposition. 

Rare volumes, pictures the classi- 
cal rolls, which preceded the printed 
book, illustrations showing bookbind- 
ing operations the late middle ages, 
photographs modern machinery 
modern plants—all will included 
the exhibit. 


Binding Preceded Printing 


Among the things the exhibit will 
make clear that binding was not 
dependent upon printing, but ante- 
dated it, and also that binding from 
the beginning had its preservative 
well its decorative side. illus- 
trate these points, pictures classi- 
cal rolls are exhibited, showing how 
the manuscripts the ancient Greeks 
and Romans were kept. 


Famous Bindings Shown 


Beginning with the 15th Century, 
famous bindings typical the differ- 
ent countries and the different peri- 


ods are shown. For example, repre- 
sentative work the 16th Century 
shown cases devoted Italian, 
French, and English bindings. An- 
other case devoted miscellaneous 
bindings that period. the Eng- 
lish case, for instance, are bindings 
showing the popularity the “Cot- 
tage” design, embroidered bindings 
prayer books and bibles, fastened to- 
gether the “S” design, and covers 
showing intricate hand-tooled pat- 
terns. this collection prayer

also, boards, their grades and 
thickness, that may suggest 
weight consistent for the size and bulk 

should familiar with the nu- 
merous qualities, colors, and patterns 
genuine and imitation leathers and 
able estimate their values and 
recommend their uses for certain pur- 
poses. must know the various 
ways decorating covers inks, 
foils, leafs, and genuine gold and 
familiar with the artistic method 
decorating the air brush preva- 
lent these times—a department 
which many the larger plants now 
have part their equipment. 

All this information very es- 
sential, inasmuch enables the 
salesman answer intelligently ques- 
tions which may asked him the 
selling talk, inasmuch apropos,

Should Have Imagination 


The salesman must have imagina- 
tion and vision and fertile sug- 
gestions. The man who calls 
prospect and says, “You haven’t any- 
thing our line today, have you?” 
usually gets negative reply, but the 
one who can sit man’s desk and 
talk intelligently the subject 
which his prospect interested and 
becomes appreciative listener will 
all probability receive welcome re- 
ception and can gradually and easily 
lead into the message desires 
put across. 

When the opportunity comes 
prepare estimate, should care- 
fully examine and study the book 
presented, having mind the possi- 
method binding from standpoint 
utility and attractiveness. 


The Preparation Dummy 


dummy made exact accordance 
with the specifications and, also, 
present other dummies alternatives. 
the expense having artists’ draw- 
ings and brass dies made order that 
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more attractive format may pre- 
sented the suggested samples. 

Granted that the preliminary work 
has been admirably handled, the next 
step for the salesman sell him- 
self the prospect, more difficult 
task times than selling books, but 
accomplished the use common 
sense, genial manner, and keen 
knowledge human nature which 
always appreciative and influenced 
the facts presented with tact, diplo- 
macy, truthfulness, and enthusiasm 
such manner inspire good will 
and faith the salesman. This 
eventually leads into 
friendship and makes the salesman’s 
task easier one. 


Familiar With Plant 


But must not overlook the plant 
and the organization behind the sales- 
man, for the prospect must con- 
vinced that. the establishment which 
represents has equipment, capacity, 
and organization which has the 
the letter. This can perhaps best 
done visit the plant and 
introduction the executives and the 
individuals charge the operating 
departments with whom will deal. 

trip through the press rooms 
and bindery most desirable that 
favorably impressed with the 
modern machinery and methods em- 
ployed, the personnel the plant or- 
ganization, and the cleanliness, order- 
liness, and sanitary conditions which 
prevail, all which tend give 
added confidence. Letters from cus- 
tomers testifying service, qual- 
ity work and its uniformity, and 
their experience regard integ- 
rity, honesty and square dealing are 
helpful. 


Keeping Customer “Sold” 


The prospect sold, the 
organization and the men behind the 
plant keep him permanent cus- 
tomer. That most importance. 
intelligent service and thorough 
cooperation breaks down sales resist- 
ance and makes the price question one 
minor importance. 

must work hard and persistently. 
not born—he made, constant 
application, study his product, 
and his prospect.

Many Changes Industry Since First Conference 
Librarians Half Century Ago---A “Bright” Future 


FRANK BARNARD 


Vice-President, Employing Bookbinders America, and President, Chivers Bookbinding Co. and Barnard Co. 


OMEBODY once wrote said: 
“The library the great mental 

recreation ground for leisure 
hours, the storehouse knowledge for 
young and old. The Church, the 
School, and the Library represent the 
Trinity institutions which the 
destinies the future are largely 
committed.” 

The library binder does not seek 
have this “trinity” made into quar- 
tette admitting him within “the 
charmed circle,” but glad 
closely affiliated with Public Libraries 
and School Libraries through the 
medium the well-bound book. 


Half Century Ago 


1876, the first conference li- 
brarians was held, and interest was 
first aroused special methods 
binding books for public libraries. 

that time was found that books 
the original publishers’ binding had 
withdrawn from circulation and 
sent the binder when they had been 
the hands less than score 
readers, and was not uncommon 
have books ready for discarding after 
only five circulations. 

The binders, well the librari- 
ans, recognized the seriousness the 
situation and decided was their busi- 
ness remedy matters. 


Investigating Improved Methods 


Subsequently, effort im- 
prove binding methods, there came 
first the investigation the qualities 
paper which modern books are 
composed. Records and analyses 
thousands books were made. Then 
followed the task testing many 
binding materials, analyzing the warp 
and woof, the coloring matter, etc. 

was long and costly work ex- 
periment with divers qualities pa- 
per and covering materials, and 
decide how bind most effectively 
certain books containing thick sheets 
either calendered wood pulp; chil- 
dren’s picture books, books 
plates. 


Paper Problems 


There were, also, books brittle, 
intractable paper cope with, and 
books which although desirable for li- 
brary use from the literary pictor- 
ial point view; had such physical 
disadvantage that the library would 
find them too expensive circulate. 
But gradually binding was contrived 
for the difficult classes, with few ex- 
ceptions, and decisions were arrived

the best binding materials war- 
ranted render books more durable 
and economical for library use. 


Libraries Save Money 


Money was saved the library 
this way, well-bound books which 
needed attention from the time they 
were put the library shelves until 
the pages were too soiled and worn 
for library use, cost far less per cir- 
culation than the same books bought 
publishers’ covers and repaired 
rebound. 


While the binder was analyzing, ex- 
perimenting, and contriving, librari- 
ans were making careful study 
binding its various ramifications. 
Chief librarians, library organizers, 
practical librarians classified ex- 
perts, and supervisors binding, 
through the medium lectures and 
brochures, fanned interest the best 
methods binding for public librar- 
ies. 


Libraries Learn About Bindings 


Library schools were opened. Stu- 
dents were familiarized with sewing 
methods, end-papers, covering materi- 
als, lettering, the variation leaves 
section thin and thick books; 
individual treatment volumes 
cording the quality the paper 
and other technical conditions; spe- 
cial methods strengthening heavy 
book and attaching the covers, 
the treatment etc. 


Today the majority trained 
brarians know the right methods and 
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the right materials that should 
used binding their books. 

Now that many technical and me- 
chanical difficulties have been over- 
come and that library book-binding 
has reached such high standard, 
would seem that the library binder 
might rest upon his laurels, but the 
recent development decorated bind- 
ings tends prove that filled 
with “divine discontent” and means 
continue his policy progression. 
Like veritable conjurer may 
even have his sleeve additional 
surprises for the librarian. 


Trend Toward Brighter Bindings 


The trend modern library 
binding today towards better bind- 
ing general and particular to- 
wards brighter and more attractive 
covers books whose manufacture 
designed for use libraries. 

This why publishers vie with each 
other, regardless cost, getting 
out book-jackets colorful, striking, 
and artistic design. But best book- 
jackets not survive more than four 
circulations borrowers library 
books. Therefore, was the 
library binder try satisfy the 
desire the librarian for brighter 
bindings. 


Free Expression Enlarged 


The new method book decoration 
represents another departure the 
history library book embellish- 
ments. 

addition its aesthetic value, this 
method has the merit being emi- 
nently practical inasmuch the new 
materials have been subjected ex- 
haustive tests that their wearing 
and non-fading qualities are known 
beyond criticism.

Often machine great 
weight has been moved upon floor, 
where there was every reason be- 
lieve that ample room had been pro- 
vided. Then, when too late, dis- 
covered that some point the ma- 
chine extended two three inches 
more than the space allotted, and these 
conditions wou'd not permit instal- 
lation.

Then 
some the books have free-hand 
sketches them various artists 
note. Special bindings have been 
put many them, running all the 
way from artistic light board 
binding, the very finest 
Levant with elaborate hand tooling. 


Old Books Bring Big Prices 


Very frequently collections Roy- 
croft books are sold the Anderson 
Galleries, and sometimes the old books 
bring big prices. Oftentimes some- 
body asks what such-and-such 
book worth. Old books, like antique 
furniture and old coins and old 
stamps, have fixed yalue.

The Plimpton business outgrew its

Welcomed New Machines 


New machines were never long 
the market demonstrable improve- 
ments old types before they were 
installed the Ginn bindery. Both 
Mr. Plimpton and Mr. Marsh are 
given credit for firmly fixing this 
Ginn policy that fundamental 
the business today. Often experimen- 
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tal work has been done the Ginn 
shops before the machines have been 
introduced the trade. Such was 
the case with the gathering machines, 
which were experimented with during 
1892-1893 and were not marketed un- 
til the Twentieth Century. 

The nucleus the present fine plant 
was occupied 1896. situated 
215 First street, Cambridge, over- 
looking the Charles River basin. 
1906 additional 200 foot wing was 
added, and 1924 another wing. The 
bindery now occupies 107,329 square 
feet floor space and has capacity 
40,000 books daily, addition 
thousands circulars, pamphlets, and 
stationery pads. 


Efficient Production Planning 


Ginn Company are strictly text 
book publishers for elementary and 
high schools, universities, and col- 
leges. division orders the 
company aims keep its plant oper- 
ating near maximum capacity 
possible.

Dummies Case-Bound Books 


This does not necessarily mean 
waiting longer for your bindery job, 
for most cases, you give your 
binder chance work with you, 
may able preliminary work 
advance. the production 
case-bound books, furnish him with 
dummy the correct weight stock 
and the proper trim size—he can then 
make the covers and have them com- 
pleted when the last the printed 
sheets arrive. Also, the first and 
last forms can run advance, the 
binder can tip the endsheets and let 
them dry advance the delivery 
the remainder the sheets, which 
makes for better-bound books. 

The various adhesives used the 
production bindery work are af- 
fected weather conditions and 
well-bound book that took seven days 
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bind dry weather will take from 
ten twelve days bind ex- 
tremely damp weather. Oftentimes 
promises are given based normal 
conditions and very difficult 
make both printer and printer’s cus- 
tomer understand why delays are 
sometimes unavoidable. 


Frequently when cutting endsheet 
and cover stock the printer will cut 
best advantage even though 
means cutting one the other with 
the grain against the fold. There 
nothing the production paper- 
covered book with pasted endsheets 
that causes much potential trouble 
this. The covers are apt warp 
curl out, depending the 
relative strength the fibres the 
cover paper and endsheets. 


Signature Marks Across Back Form

Figures reveal the remarkable in- 
crease publishing this university 
press. 1900, nine years after the 
Press had been solidly built into the 
university President Harper, six 
books were published which brought 
$4,500.
